Thousands Of Germans 
Sterilized By Nazis 
Demand Compensation 


MUNICH, Germany, Jan. 9 (JP)— 
Thousands of Germans sterilized by 
the Nazis have organized to demand 
compensation and to fight any 
future attempt at any compulsory 
sterilization law. 
The 
organization 
claims 
that 
1,500.000 people were sterilized by 
Hitler in his efforts to “purify” the 
"master race.” 
There are more than 2,000 in the 
new “Central Association of Steril­ 
ized People in West Germany” and 
more are joining every week. Chair­ 
man Bruno Koeniger says thou­ 
sands of others are deterred from 
Joining by feelings of embarrass­ 
ment. 
Koeniger’s association demands 
•qual recognition with concentra­ 
tion camp prisoners and war vet­ 
erans as deserving public assistance.

Once again, as he did in a major 
policy speech to the Senate last 
Friday, Taft discounted the threat 
of another great war soon. 
Obviously alluding to Mr; Tru­ 
man’s statement yesterday that 
Russia is bent on a step-by-step 
conquest of the world, Taft said he 
does not believe the Russians are 
ready to launch any, such all-out 
aggression. 
Tax Bill Hearings Set 
Taft’s lengthy speech, adding a 
new chapter in the swelling debate 
over foreign policy, came amid these 
other developments: 
1. Secretary of the Treasury 
Snyder and congressional tax man­ 
agers reached tentative agreement 
to begin consideration of a big new 
tax bill on Feb. I. 
2. Construction of a 60,000-ton 
aircraft carrier, at an estimated cost 
of $235,000,000 was unanimously ap­ 
proved by the House Armed Services 
Committee. 
3. Senate administration leaders 
planned a move to sidetrack a re­ 
solution by Sen. Wherry (R-Neb) 
proposing a ‘ban on the dispatch 
of U. S. troops to Europe without 
congressional approval.

Painter Admits 
Torso Slaying 


New Censorship 
Rules Clamped 
On Korea News 


Violators To Face 
Ouster Or Trial 


NEW YORK, Jan. 9 (IP)—A torso 
slaying that looked for a time like 
“the perfect crime” was reported 
broken today by the confession of a 
stony-faced house painter. 
Police said Pasquale Donofrio, 38, 
admitted strangling and carving up 
his common-law wife, Dorothy Mar­ 
tin, 37, qne-time Hudson Valley ap­ 
ple blossom queen. 
The dismembered body of the 
country girl who met misfortune in 
the city was found Dec. 4 in two 
dime lockers in a Brooklyn railroad 
station. The body—with hands and 
teeth missing—remained unidenti­ 
fied more than three weeks. 
Police quoted Donofrio as saying 
he wrapped his arms around her 
neck following an argument during 
a boisterous drinking bout Nov. 25 in 
the Brooklyn flat they shared. 
He was booked on a homicide 
charge and held without bail for 
hearing Friday. 
An anonymous tip sent 12 police 
early today to a Brooklyn rooming 
house, near the crime scene. They 
nabbed Donofrio as he fled in paj­ 
amas across a rooftop. 


TOKYO, Jan. 9 (ZP)—Censorship 
restrictions on battle news from 
Korea were clamped down hard at 
Eighth Army headquarters today. 
The new rules threaten ouster or 
even court-martial for a corres­ 
pondent who strays out of line. 
Among other things, corespond­ 
ents' are not permitted to use the 
word “retreat” in connection with 
the withdrawal of tf. N. forces. The 
pullback, according to security of­ 
ficers in Tokyo, is a planned and 
orderly withdrawal—mot a retreat. 
No Official Explanation 
(Army sources in San Francisco 
said “retreat” and “withdrawal” are 
often used synonymously in mili­ 
tary parlance but some authorities 
make a sharp distinction. By their 
definition, a retreat, while orderly, 
is forced by enemy attack. A with­ 
drawal is voluntary and Is made for 
tactical reasons, such as to shorten 
lines or to find a better battlefield.) 
There was no official explanation 
of the crackdown at this time. 
Correspondents in Korea learned 
that the new list of regulations was 
an attempt to compile all previous 
instructions to newsmen. However, 
the new rules went considerably 
further than anything previously in 
effect. 
Absolute Censorship 
Stories from Korea will not be 
slowed to mention identity of units, 
numbers of troops or their type, the 
strength, efficiency, morale or or­ 
ganization of U. N. forces, arma­ 
ment or equipment of any kind, or 
“plans 
of 
the 
army — real 
or 
possible.” 
Information which would “injure 
the morale of our forces or our 
allies” or which would “embarrass 
the United States, its allies or 
neutral countries” also was banned. 
The censorship is absolute, since 
the Army rigidly controls communi­ 
cations out of Korea.

Truman Says Big 
Levy Hikes Needed 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 9 (ZP) — A 
nationwide sales tax designed to 
raise $lo or $15 billion dollars a year 
is under discussion among high offi­ 
cials, Sen. Anderson (D-NM) said 
today.

speech before the Maryland Farm 
Bureau at Baltimore after President 
Truman asserted that the nation 
must be taxed “until it hurts” to 
finance the huge defense program. 
Anderson said: 
“I was in a gathering in Wash­ 
ington in the past IO days at which 
high and responsible officials dis­ 
cussed the possibility that there 
would be such a gap between re­ 
ceipts and expenditures in our bud­ 
get that we would have to resort to 
a nationwide sales tax designed to 
bring in ten or fifteen billions of 
dollars 
annually. 
I 
don’t 
know 
whether that will come or not but I 
say it’s a possibility.” 
Sen. Byrd (D-Va) suggested a 
sales or transactions tax probably 
would have to be considered if the 
nation is to be put on a pay-as-you- 
go^^ basis as it presses its defense 
preparations. 
Aiming at possibly $10,000,000,000 
in new revenue—the third big in­ 
crease since the Korean war started. 
Congress leaders arranged to start 
work Feb. I on the problem of how 
to raise the money. 
Byrd told newsmen: 
“I feel certain that, if the budget 
is balanced, Congress not only must 
cut all non-essential government 
spending and increase the existing 
sources of revenue, but also enter 
new fields of taxation — probably 
such as a retail sales or transactions 
tax.” 
Mr. Truman's grim statement 
that “it is necessary to tax until it 
hurts” was made in a conciliatory 
letter to Byrd, an ardent economy 
and pay-as-you-go man, with whom 
he has clashed frequently on fiscal 
policy. The Senator made public the 
letter.

branch to Byrd in the spirit of his 
state of the union message call for 
cooperation, Mr. Truman addressed 
his letter “Dear Harry,” and told 
Byrd: 
“I am very highly pleased with 
your pledge of support in the pres­ 
ent emergency.

Parents Donate Dead Boy's 
Eyes To Save Girl's Sight 


PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 9 (/P)—The 
eyes of a little boy were removed a 
few minutes after he died and have 
been donated by the child’s parents 
to help save the sight of a teen-age 
girl unknown to them. 
The father and mother, Revner 
and Norma Koolgaard, were at the 
hospital bedside last night when 
seven-year-old Stephen died. 
He did not regain consciousness 
after he was hit by an automobile 
last Saturday as he rode his bicycle 
near the Koolgaard home in Upper 
Providence Township, a Philadel­ 
phia suburb. 
A 
University 
Hospital 
doctor 
mentioned to the grieving parents 
the possibility of using Stephen’s 
eyes to save another’s sight. 


The Koolgaards readily consent­ 
ed. 
“I didn’t regard it as a gesture,” 
Koolgaard said today. “I believe 
Stephen would have wanted it that 
way.” 
Surgeons removed the child’s eyes 
immediately so that they could use 
the healthy corneas — the “front 
windows” of the eyes—in a delicate 
transplanting operation needed by 
a girl in the hospital. 
Dr. Harold G. Scheie of the Uni­ 
versity of Pennsylvania, will per­ 
form the operation. Dr. Scheie, who 
saved the sight of Adm. Lord Louis 
Mountbatten’s left eye in Northern 
Burma during World War II, would 
not disclose the name of his patient.

“We must never let the aggressor.

of those principles,” Austin said in 
a speech prepared for delivery be­ 
fore the Association of American 
Colleges. 
No Invasion Of China 
“That is the high strategy. For 
the day to day tactics we must rely 
upop consultations of the United 
Nations and decisions of the com­ 
manders, secure, however, in the 
knowledge 
that 
no 
responsible 
authority proposes to march into the 
morass of the China mainland.” 
Austin said the present discussions 
at Lake Success were not on high 
strategy, but on tjie methods to 
the new invasion launched 
by the Chinese Communist regime.”

Counterblows 
Force Enemy 
Back 3 Miles 


Ominous Chinese 
Buildup Continues 


TOKYO, Wednesday, Jan. IO UP— 
Furious Allied counterblows yester­ 
day drove the enemy back nearly 
three miles on the vital central front 
near the fallen transport center of 
Wonju. 
A field dispatch said the counter- 
attEick appeared designed to recap­ 
ture Wonju. The city fell to the Red* 
Monday. It controls highways lead­ 
ing into Southeastern Korea. 
As the counterattack gained mom­ 
entum, the U. N. forces rEtn Into 
enemy mortar fire but casualties 
among the attackers were light. 
Three North Korean divisions were 
bearing the weight of the counter­ 
blows about four miles south of 
Wonju. 
The attackers strove to st .rn the 
tide of Chinese and Korean Com­ 
munists rolling in ever increasing 
waves down the mountain roads in 
Central Korea. 
Only patrol action was reported 
in the west on the front south of 
fallen Seoul for the fourth straight 
day. But the ominous buildup of Red 
Chinese power continued. 
Reds Move Artillery South 
Associated Press

John Randolph, with the U. N. 
columns falling back from Seoul a~d 
now more than 60 miles south of the 
38th parallel, said the Red buildup 
“appeared to be planned for the 
strongest possible attack when the 
drive begins.” 
Red artillery wa* moving south. 
Tuesday an F-80 Shooting Star jet 
swept down through the clouds and 
mist and blasted Chinese field pieces 
south of Seoul. 
This was the first report that 
Chinese artillery had been dragged 
south of the ice-jammed Hun River, 
which flows past SeouL 
Two U. N. battalions turned two 
miles south of Wonju and attacked 
a North Korean force. 
Six miles southwest of Wonji 
another fierce action forced back the 
enemy. Associated Press Correspon­ 
dent Don Huth at Eighth Army 
headquarters said the U. N. force 
had partly regained about one-half 
mile of territory lost to the Reds 
Monday. 
Eighth Army headquarters said 
this struggle also was still in prog­ 
ress.

HIT RIGHT IN THE OLD ‘HCL’ 


Europe these days with suggestions 
for a European flag. 
The council’s secretariat at Stras­ 
bourg reports it already has receiv­ 
ed more than IOO proposals for a 
banner for the 15-nation organiza­ 
tion which celebrated its first birth­ 
day last year. More are pouring in 
every week. 
Secretariat members are classify­ 
ing all these ideas for a special 
committee from the council’s con­ 
sultative assembly which is expect­ 
ed to choose an emblem sometime 
in 1951. 
Ideas on file range from the now- 
familiar “E for Europe” flag of the 
European Movement, a private or­ 
ganization 
promoting 
European 
unity, to a red, white and blue ban­ 
ner copied exactly from the Ameri­ 
can flag with the colors reversed. 
The 13 stripes are blue and white 
and there are 15 white stars on a 
red rectangle. The 13 stripes refer 
to the council’s 13 original mem­ 
bers—perhaps a historical coinci­ 
dence—and the stars stand for the 
council’s present membership. 
Winston Churchill, in his role as 
chairman of the European Move­ 
ment, has made the green and 
white *‘E” flag familiar but not too 
popular as a flag. It is simply a 
green E on a white background, 
and even members of the movement 
agree it is not particularly attract­ 
ive. 
Another flag being pushed is the 
banner of the European Parliamen­ 
tary Union, whose secretary, Count 
Richard Coudenhove-Kalergi, has 
been active in European u n i t y 
drives for many years. 
The Count petitioned assembly­ 
men to adopt the Parlimentary 
Union’s red, gold and blue flag as 
the emblem for the C o u n c i l of 
Europe. It is a blue field, with a 
gold circle toward one end, with a 
red cross atop the circle.

The Wall Street Journal the other day undertook 
to boil down all the economic information they could 
get into a useful forecast for Americans generally. 
The artcle was two columns long, and wide 
measure at that, so any attempt to summarize thU 
summary is bound to be inadequate. But it makes 
certain points that are worth getting a good grip on. 
For instance, it suggests that 1951 may be a great 
deal like 1942—a year that brought much heavier 
taxes, gasoline rationing, conscription on a huge scale, 
a stock m arket slump and a night club boom, and 
black markets. 
Of course, everybody should know by this time 
that taxes will be higher. Defense spending is zoom­ 
ing. and no attem pt is being made by the White House 
to -educe non-essential spending. But this article 
notes that taxes will be felt not only directly but in 
the form of price increases. It says bluntly there will 
be more inflation, so that the dollars not taxed away 
will shrink further, and that economic controls will 
not solve the problem. 
“Your best hope,” it says, “lies in America’s vast 
production ” 
T hat’s the straight of the matter, and the 
American people ought to realize it. But this article 
Is more enlightening than most on this same subject 
because It points out that there is a real basis for that 
hope It observes that the defense program in 1942 
took a third of the nation’s output and will take only 
a sixth—unless it continues to grow—in 1951. And the 
nation’s production capacity has grown. 
Statistics reveal that the U. S. now generates 
more electric energv than it did nine years ago, 
produces more materials, has more manpower, grows 
more food and fiber, manufactures more goods. 
Although the economy is tighter, there is room 
to move around and get in position for defense. If 
there is wise management at Washington, this country 
need not become a totalitarian state.

Russia Spurns Peace 


There is nothing to support a forlorn hope that 
Russia would be favorable to world peace, even lf it 
could be obtained on its own selfish terms. 
An official military fiublication, the Army Infor­ 
mation Digest, is authority for the statement that 
Russia is completely geared for war under a program 
which begins with the youngest children in school. 
These are taught the meaning of military terms, and 
given a foundation which will make it easier to assure 
actual military service at the earliest possible age. 
The Digest says Russia’s present armed strength 
begins with 4,500.000 men under arms. Of this number 
S.OOO,000 are actually in the army, trained and equip­ 
ped. All males who reach the age of 19 are subject 
to conscription, and actual military service runs to 
five years. Only those over 50, or physically unfit, are 
exempt from military service. 
Russian women also are subject to military 
service, with more than 2,MO,OOO in combat organiza­ 
tions in the last war. 
During all the periods of training Russian soldiers 
are fed Communist propaganda, and they know little 
Ise politically. The Digest says the Russian economy 
devoted solely to preparation for war, the inference 
ing that the goal is infliction of Communist rule 
the entire world.

Deop Depression 


ANY MEN and women who 
commit suicide do so be­ 
cause they are abnormally 
depressed. It is obvious that 
the severity of the condition 
was not recognized because after 
the news of the tragedy reaches the 
family its ihembers frequently ad­ 
mit that the deceased had been 
moody and blue for some time 
prior to taking his life. Had the 
significance of the depression been 
recognized the catastrophe might 
have been averted. 
It is natural to become blue from 
time to time thru the usual vicissi­ 
tudes that bring on unhappiness. 
These include broken love affairs, 
sickness in 
the 
family, politics, 
world affairs, and the loss of a 
cherished one. But the period of 
discouragement is shortlived and in 
time the majority become more op­ 
timistic. True melancholy presents 
a more difficult problem. The de­ 
pression 
becomes so deeply en­ 
trenched that it has a profound in­ 
fluence on every aspect of exist­ 
ence. The victim worries about con­ 
ditions that should not be given a 
second thought. This ‘“much ado 
about nothing” offers one of the 
first clews that the emotional state 
is far from normal. 


The individual is gloomy and 
downhearted most of the time, cries 
easily, and feels inferior and un­ 
worthy to be alive. It is this feeling 
of inadequacy and hopelessness that 
leads to attempted suicide. Insom­ 
nia and lack of appetite make mat­ 
ters worse. Weight loss follows and 
the mind is so cloudy from lack of 
sleep that rational thinking is im­ 
possible. As a result, the feeling of 
inadequacy increases. 
These persons need expert care 
because the majority are not In a 
condition to overcome the depres­ 
sion by themselves. One of the 
worst bits of advice is to recom­ 
mend a trip or a vacation, which 
usually adds to the confusion and 
makes 
them more apprehensive. 
Furthermore the melancholic can­ 
not be cheered up or reasoned 
with; It is useless to tell him to 
forget his troubles. 


Home care also is inadvisable 
even tho spontanous cure occurs 
occasionally. It is up to the re­ 
sponsible members of the family to 
take the bull by the horns and 
come to the rescue of the helpless 
victim. After all, with proper care, 
the outlook is excellent. The suf­ 
ferer needs to be placed where he 
can be protected against visitors 
and obtain rest, good food, and 
careful nursing. Shock treatment 
and other forms of psychotherapy 
are useful. As soon as the change in 
mood comes on, improvement be­ 
gins but one of the most common 
mistakes is to take the patient home 
too soon. Unless he is completely 
well, symptoms are likely to return 
and the months of treatment are 
wasted. 
We do not know why some are 
subject to depressions. The condi­ 
tion is prone to occur among the 
most intelligent and the list of vic­ 
tims includes many of our most 
talented men and women. Some are 
perfectionists 
and 
become 
upset 
when little things* go wrong. There 
is a belief among physicians that 
a metabolic disturbance lies behind 
these mood changes. At any rate, 
early recognition and treatment are 
important in saving some of our 
best and most productive workers.

Other parts of the wo**!d may be dismayed at the 
possibility of war, but not the Arab states of the Near 
East. If Arab newspapers reflect the vews of their 
readers, they advocate a general Arab attack on the 
n^w state of Israel. That may serve to distract citizens* 
attention from the pressing economic problems of the 
Arab states, Egypt, Iraq, Lebanon, Syria and Jordan. 
They need badly the business and technical skill which 
Israle could furnish.’while Israel for her part is in 
desperate want of the agriculture products which the 
Arab^ could offer. 
Some of the more responsible Arab statesmen 
would be willing to ajourn this feud with Israel. Their 
constituents, however have been so worked up with 
anti-Israel arguments that they are not willing to 
settle down to peace. In justice, It must be admitted 
that the Arabs have grievances also, particularly in 
connection with the many Arab residents of Palestine 
who were summarily evicted to make room for the new 
Jewish immigration from Europe. 
As with the United States, both sides find that 
military expenditures gramp the governments’ ability 
to improve the living conditions of their peoples. Ob­ 
servers of the situation hope that the present hostility 
will produce nothing more dangerous than bickering.

WASHINGTON—Only a handful 
know it, but the raging arguments 
between President Truman and Sen. 
Robert A. Taft could have been 
avoided. 
A few weeks after his big elec­ 
tion victory in Ohio in November, 
Taft sent word to the White House 
he would be glad to sit down with 
Mr. Truman and talk over the prob­ 
lems of defense with the view to 
reaching a closer cooperation be­ 
tween the Administration and the 
GOP leadership. 
Senator Taft’s position, as ex­ 
pressed by such nonpolitical mem­ 
bers of the Adiminst ration team as 
Undersecretary of Defense Robert 
Lovett, was that he had not made 
up his mind on foreign policy and 
wanted to hear all sides. In fact, 
friends of Taft said that he was so 
anxious to attain the stature of in­ 
valid Sen. Arthur Vandenberg, that 
he was willing to drop isolationism 
if he could be shown it was against 
our best interests. 
This was reported to President 
Truman by Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson, also by Secretary of De­ 
fense George Marshall. They urgent­ 
ly felt the Senator should be invited 
to the White House. 
The White House staff, however,! 
argued against it. Sensing some poli­ 
tical trick, most of the Presidential 
advisers felt that Truman should 
not open his doors to Taft unless 
the Senator agreed, in advance, to 
support a bipartisan foreign policy. 
President Truman, who has al­ 
ways had a sneaking admiration for 
Taft, listened to the arguments. At 
one moment he was inclined to 
throw protocol to the wind, call Taft 
to his office, take down his hair and 
say. “Bob, we’re in a jam in the 
world. We need your help!” But he 
was talked out of it. 
Finally, after some three weeks of 
bickering within the White House 
circle, a compromise was reached. 
Taft would be invited in. but only 
as one of a group of Congressional 
leaders summoned to the White 
House for a formal conference. 
Net result was that the rebuffed 
Taft angrily told the Republican 
conference he was opposed even to 
“consulting” with the Administra­ 
tion. And, in his foreign policy 
speech last week, he accused the 
President of violating the Constitu­ 
tion by sending troops to Korea.

Nevada’s 
barrel-chested,

maned Sen. Pat McCarran Is the 
worst tyrant in the Senate, and he- 
doesn’t care who knows it. 
Even in the presence of a dumb­ 
founded visitor, McCarran telephon­ 
ed Deputy Attorney General Peyton 
Ford and gave him a humilating 
tongue-lashing.

FRIEND writes: 
"The word 
‘billion’ flows 
glibly from the pens of Jour­ 
nalists and the tongues of 
radio commentators and the public 
accepts it without considering what 
a staggering sum it represents. 
Webster defines ‘a billion’ thus: a 
thousand million. In short. Instead 
of saying Congress wants 70 bil­ 
lions in 1951, we would say, Con­ 
gress wants 70 thousands millions 
of dollars. What would you think 
of this?” ' 
The idea is a good one, but edi­ 
tors and others will complain that 
it uses up too much room. That is 
a matter of perspective. It used to 
be that if a man had $1,000,000. he 
figured he had about $60,000 a year 
and was a very rich man. I receive 
from my various labors more than 
that each year, but I am not a rich 
man. 
In fact, when it comes to savings, 
I am a poor man because I can 
save practically nothing after I 
have paid federal and state taxes 
and the high cost of living. 


Furthermore, I receive in­ 
flated dollars and pay inflated 
dollars and therefore those who 
pay me and those whom I pay 
are kidding each other because 
we are using dollars when actu­ 
ally we are using half-dollars 
or leas, although the Treasury 
still calls them dollars. Labor 
kids itself by asking for more 
of the same, but always actu­ 
ally getting more tokens of leas 
money. 


Harry Truman talks about bil­ 
lions as though they were nickles 
and grew on trees. This romantic

soon—Namely, that physical control 
of Chinese territory is maintained 
by the Communist only because of 
external aid from Russia and does 
not warrant admission of the Red 
Chinese regime into the United 
Nations.

His 
phases may have been heard before 
but they have not been assembled 
in quite the same positive way. The 
Truman speech is a distinct contri­ 
bution to the debate on world pol­ 
icy. The restraint which the Presi­ 
dent used with reference to the 
domestic political situation will help 
the cause of unity. For he puts on 
the spot those who would yield to 
partisan spirit. 
What if important 
in this regard, however, is that the 
Democrats in Congress who are at­ 
tacking individual Republicans as 
partisans should not be misled into 
thinking that the dissatisfaction 
with foreign policy is itself politics:

Savings Bond Purchaser 
Deserves Consideration 
By MARK SULLIVAN 
T 


HE United States Treasury is 
preparing another drive to sell 
savings bonds to the people, 
meaning ask the people to loan 
more money to the government. The 
Treasury needs to. It la now gen­ 
erally recognized that the cost of 
the present war and preparedness 
for more cannot be paid wholly out 
of taxes. While “pay as we fight” is 
• worthy aspiration and is likely 
to be fulfilled in considerable part, 
It will not be possible to pay the 
whole cost out of the taxes raised oy 
any practicable rate, however high. 
The Treasury will need to borrow 
large amounts. 
In preparing a drive to ask the 
people to buy more savings bonds, 
the Treasury encounters a difficulty. 
The people are showing less dispo­ 
sition to buy these bonds. Month 
after month last year the people 
bought 
fewer 
bonds 
than 
they 
cashed in. To put it another way. 
the Treasury was obliged, month 
by month, to pay out more money 
to redeem old bonds than It took hi 
by selling new ones. This went on 
even during the months when the 
Treasury was conducting its espe­ 
cially vigorous and highly organized 
bond-selling drive last summer. In 
July the Treasury was obliged to 
pay out some $50,000,000 more to 
redeem old bonds than it took in bv 
selling new ones. Going into the 
red to pay off old bonds while mak­ 
ing a drive to sell new' ones is, as a 
fiscal operation of the government, 
worse than merely futile. 


Dollar Value Down 


Conceivably the reason some peo­ 
ple have been buying fewer savings 
bonds might be lack of money to 
pay for them. A more probable 
and generally accepted reason is 
that the people have been disap­ 
pointed in their experience wrtth the 
bonds.

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The Way Things Look 


The Wall Street Journal the other day undertook 
to boti down all the economic information they could 
get into a useful forecast for Americans generally. 
The artcle was two columns long, and wide 
measure at that, so any attempt to summarize this 
summary is bound to be inadequate. But It makes 
certain points that are worth getting a good grip on. 
For instance, it suggests that 1951 may be a great 
deal like 1942—a year that brought much heavier 
taxes, gasoline rationing, conscription on a huge scale, 
a stock market slump and a night club boom, and 
black markets. 
Of course, everybody should know by this time 
that taxes will be higher. Defense spending is zoom­ 
ing. and no attempt is being made by the White House 
to -educe non-essential spending. But this article 
notes that taxes will be felt not only directly but in 
the form of price increases. It says bluntly there will 
be more inflation, so that the dollars not taxed away 
will shrink further, and that economic controls will 
not solve the problem. 
‘‘Your best hope,” it says, “lies in America's vast 
production.” 
That’s the straight of the matter, and the 
American people ought to realize it. But this article 
Is more enlightening than most on this same subject 
because it points out that there is a real basis for that 
hope. It observes that the defense program in 1942 
took a third of the ration’s output and will take only 
a sixth—unless it continues to grow—in 1951. And the 
nation’s production capacity has grown. 
Statistics reveal that the U. S. now generates 
more electric energv than it did nine years ago, 
produces more materials, has more manpower, grows 
more food and fiber, manufactures more goods. 
Although the economy is tighter, there is room 
to move around and get in position for defense. If 
there is wise management at Washington, this country 
need not become a totalitarian state.

Russia Spurns Peace 
There Is nothing to support a forlorn hope that 
Russia would be favorable to world peace, even if it 
could be obtained on its own selfish terms. 
An official military publication, the Army Infor­ 
mation Digest, is authority for the statement that 
Russia is completely geared for war under a program 
which begins with the youngest children in school. 
These are taught the meaning of military terms, and 
given a foundation which will make it easier to assure 
actual military service at the earliest possible age. 
The Digest says Russia’s present armed strength 
begins with 4,500,000 men under arms. Of this number 
S.OOO ,000 are actually in the army, trained and equip­ 
ped. All males who reach the age of 19 are subject 
to conscription, and actual military service runs to 
five years. Only those over 50, or physically unfit, are 
exempt from military service. 
Russian women also are subject to military 
service, with more than 2,000,000 in combat organiza­ 
tions in the last war. 
During all the periods of training Russian soldiers 
are fed Communist propaganda, and they know little 
else politically. The Digest says the Russian economy 
Is devoted solely to preparation for war, the inference 
being that the goal is infliction of Communist rule 
on the entire world. 
There isn’t a single straw in the wind that 
indicates Russia desires peace, even on appeasement 
terms.

Cabinet Rumors 
With Americans searching for leadership in these 
perilous times, one possibility is that leadership might 
be promoted by an infusion of new personages into 
the Cabinet. This would have the advantage of mak­ 
ing improved advice available to the President. 
Opposition to Secretary Dean Acheson of the State 
Department, It seems reached the point where Ache­ 
ron was to be permitted to resign. But those who op­ 
pose him pressed their attacks so hotly they ran into 
a road block created by the President’s well known 
obstinacy. It is still probable that Acheson will go, 
but probably not in the next week or two. 
Other members of the Cabinet rated as contrib­ 
uting little to the wisdom of the President’s official 
family are Secretary Snyder of the Treasury Depart­ 
ment, Secretary Brannan of the Agriculture Depart­ 
ment Secretary Donaldson of the Post Office Depart­ 
ment and Secretary Chapman of the Interior Depart­ 
ment. 
Some or all of these men may be replaced—or 
none of them may be. But many Americans are con­ 
vinced it would be of benefit to the nation if these 
posts could be filled by men,of high capacity who 
never were pally with political left-wingers.

Near East III Will 
Other parts of the world may be dismayed at the 
possibility of war, but not the Arab states of the Near 
East, If Arab newspapers reflect the vews of their 
readers, they advocate a general Arab attack on the 
new state of Israel. That may serve to distract citizens’ 
attention from the pressing economic problems of the 
Arab states, Egypt, Iraq. Lebanon, Syria and Jordan. 
Thev need badly the business and technical skill which 
T~rale could furnish, while Israel for her part is in 
dp a e ra te w ant of the agricluture products which the 
Arab? could offer. 
Some of the more responsible Arab statesmen 
would be willing to ajourn this feud with Israel. Their 
constituents, however have been so worked up with 
anti-Israel arguments that they are not willing to 
settle down to peace. In justice, it must be admitted 
th at the Arabs have grievances also, particularly In 
connection with the many Arab residents of Palestine 
who were summarily evicted to make room for the new 
Jewish immigration from Europe. 
As with the United States, both sides find that 
m ilitary expenditures cramp the governments’ ability 
to Improve the living conditions of their peoples. Ob­ 
servers of the situation hope that the present hostility 
will produce nothing more dangerous than bickering.

ANY MEN and women who 
commit suicide do so be­ 
cause they are abnormally 
depressed. It is obvious that 
the severity of the condition 
was not recognized because after 
the news of the tragedy reaches the 
family its members frequently ad­ 
mit that the deceased had beat 
moody and blue for some time 
Prior to taking his life. Had the 
signficance of the depression been 
recognized the catastrophe might 
have been averted. 
It is natural to become blue from 
time to time thru the usual vicissi­ 
tudes7 that bring on unhappiness. 
These include broken love affairs, 
sickness in the family, politics, 
world affairs, and the loss of a 
cherished one. But the period of 
discouragement is shortlived and in 
time the majority become more op­ 
timistic. True melancholy presents 
a more difficult problem. The de­ 
pression becomes so deeply en­ 
trenched that it has a profound in­ 
fluence on every aspect of exist­ 
ence. The victim worries about con­ 
ditions that should not be given a 
second thought. This “much ado 
about nothing” offers one of the 
first clews that the emotional state 
is far from normal. 
a - a - a 
The individual is gloomy and 
downhearted most of the time, cries 
easily, and feels inferior and un­ 
worthy to be alive. It is this feeling 
of inadequacy and hopelessness that 
leads to attempted suicide. Insom­ 
nia and lack of appetite make mat­ 
ters worse. Weight loss follows and 
the mind is so cloudy from lack of 
sleep that rational thinking is im­ 
possible. As a result, the feeling of 
inadequacy increases. 
These persons need expert care 
because the majority are not in a 
condition to overcome the depres­ 
sion by themselves. One of th* 
worst bits of advice is to recom­ 
mend a trip or a vacation, which 
usually adds to the confusion and 
makes them more apprehensive. 
Furthermore the melancholic can­ 
not be cheered up or reasoned 
with; it is useless to tell him to 
forget his troubles. 


Hone care also is inadvisable 
even tho spontanous cure occurs 
occasionally. It is up to the re­ 
sponsible members of the family to 
take the bull by the horns and 
come to the rescue of the helpless 
victim. After all, with proper care, 
the outlook is excellent. The suf­ 
ferer needs to be placed where he 
can be protected against visitors 
and obtain rest, good food, and 
careful nursing. Shock treatment 
and other forms of psychotherapy 
are useful. As soon as the change in 
mood comes on, improvement be­ 
gins but one of the most common 
mistakes is to take the patient home 
too soon. Unless he is completely 
well, symptoms are likely to return 
and the months of treatment are 
wasted. 
We do not know why some are 
subject to -depressions. The condi­ 
tion is prone to occur among the 
most intelligent and the list of vic­ 
tims includes many of our most 
talented men and women. Some are 
perfectionists 
and 
become 
upset 
when little things go wrong. There 
is a belief among physicians that 
a metabolic disturbance lies behind 
these mood changes. At any rate, 
early recognition and treatment are 
important in saving some of our 
best and most productive workers.

WASHINGTON—Only a handful 
know it, but the raging arguments 
between President Truman and Sen. 
Robert A. Taft could have been 
avoided. 
A few weeks after his big elec­ 
tion victory in Ohio in November, 
Taft sent word to the White House 
he would be glad to sit down with 
Mr. Truman and talk over the prob­ 
lems of defense with the view to 
reaching a closer cooperation be­ 
tween the Administration and the 
GOP leadership. 
Senator Taft’s position, as ex­ 
pressed by such nonpolitical mem­ 
bers of the Adiminstration team as 
Undersecretary of Defense Robert 
Lovett, was that he had not made 
up his mind on foreign policy and 
wanted to hear all sides. In fact, 
friends of Taft said that he was so 
anxious to attain the stature of in­ 
valid Sen. Arthur Vandenberg, that 
he was willing to drop isolationism 
if he could be shown it was against 
our best interests. 
This was reported to President 
Truman by Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson, also by Secretary of De­ 
fense George Marshall. They urgent­ 
ly felt the Senator should be invited 
to the White House. 
The White House staff, however, 
argued against it. Sensing some poli­ 
tical trick, most of the Presidential 
advisers felt that Truman should 
not open his doors to Taft unless 
the Senator agreed, In advance, to * 
support a bipartisan foreign policy. 
President Truman, who has al­ 
ways had a sneaking admiration for 
Taftf listened to the arguments. At 
one moment he was inclined to 
throw protocol to the wind, call Taft 
to his office, take down his hair and 
say, “Bob, we’re in a jam in the 
world. We need your help!” But he 
was talked out of it. 
Finally, after some three weeks of 
bickering within the White House 
circle, a compromise was reached. 
Taft would be invited in, but only 
as one of a group of Congressional 
leaders summoned to the White 
House for a formal conference. 
Net result was that the rebuffed 
Taft angrily told the Republican 
conference he was opposed even to 
“consulting” with the Administra­ 
tion. And, in his foreign policy 
speech last week, he accused the 
President of violating the Constitu­ 
tion by sending troops to Korea. 
King of The Justice Department 
Nevada’s 
barrel-chested, 
silver­ 
maned Sen. Pat McCarran Is the 
worst tyrant in the Senate, and he 
doesn’t care who knows it. 
Even in the presence of a dumb­ 
founded visitor. McCarran telephon­ 
ed Deputy Attorney General Peyton 
Ford and gave him a humilating 
tongue-lashing. 
“Hello, Ford. What about that 
young fellow I referred to you for a 
job?” demanded the Nevadan. 
Ford mumbled an explanation 
about the tight Justice Department 
budget. 
“That’s no excuse,” snorted Mc­ 
Carran who, as chairman of the 
Judiciary Committee, has almost 
life-and-death power over the Jus­ 
tice Department. “If you haven’t 
got any money left to put him on, 
you certainly know where to come 
for a deficiency appropriation. Who 
controls your budget?” 
Both McCarran and Ford knew 
the answer to that question. For 
McCarran is also chairamn of the 
Appropriations Subcommittee that 
holds the Justice Department’s purse 
strings. 
Meekly. Ford promised an open­ 
ing for McCarran’s friend in an­ 
other two months. 
“Two month* from now is too 
late.’’ snapped McCarran. his silver 
hair bristling. Then he bluntly or­ 


dered: “Ford, put him on the hist 
of the month.” 
Timidly, Ford agreed. 
“That’s better, Peyton,” chortled 
McCarran. “Now let’s make that a 
deal, say, ‘cross my heart.’ ” 
“All right . . . cross my heart,” 
obediently recited the No. 2 man 
in the Justice Department. 
Ike’s Advice 
Just before he left for Europe last 
week, General Eisenhower vigorous­ 
ly rebuked the pessimistic forecasts 
that the Western world would fall 
to communism. 
Sitting in the Washington apart­ 
ment of his good friend, humorist 
George E. Allen, Ike listened to pre­ 
dictions that the British Empire 
was falling apart, that the French 
would not fight, that the U. S. A. 
was hopelessly divided and without 
leadership, and that Russia would 
seize Europe before he could or­ 
ganize its defenses.

Eisenhower 
rose 
and 
punched out these wojds: “Anyone 
who has ever lived with our boys in 
action knows that we are still the 
most dynamic nation in the world.

That way we will strengthen our 
allies and make aggression by the 
enemy impossible. I know we can 
do it.” 
This caused George Allen to re­ 
minisce: “Do you remember how 
pessimistic I was when you first 
went to England to start a second 
front? I told you Hitler was going 
to bottle up the Mediterranean, 
knock Russia out of the war and in­ 
vade Ireland. 
“Well, you gave us this same ad­ 
vice then,” concluded Allen, “and 
you were absolutely right. I’ll string 
along with you now, too.”

FRIEND writes: 
“The word 
‘billion’ flows 
glibly from the pens of Jour­ 
nalists and the tongues of 
radio commentators and the public 
accepts It without considering what 
a staggering sum it represent*.

Well Conceived 
So with both the political and the 
military fronts virtually closed off 
from public discussion during these 
critical days, Mr. Truman had to be 
content with a proclamation of gen­ 
eral purposes which to many listen­ 
ers did not sound as significant per­ 
haps as it really was. 
Broadly speaking, the Truman 
message was well conceived and well 
developed. It promulgated clearly 
the American concept of anti-com­ 
munism and of defense of Europe. 
For the first time America declares 
that Red China is a “puppet govern­ 
ment” and places directly upon the 
Soviet government in Moscow the 
responsibility for ‘Tormenting” re­ 
volution in China these last few 
years.

Deserves Consideration

attitude would make no difference 
were it not that his policies are 
stripping this country of its natural 
resources and killing the initiative 
of, our most able men, wtio measure 
the value of their earnings not by 
what they can spend but by what 
they can save. 
His 
predecessor, 
Franklin 
D. 
Roosevelt, knew what a million dol­ 
lars meant, by birth, inheritance, 
environment and habit of mind. It 
seemed a paltry sum to him. True, 
we have become glib about it and 
scatter billions in our speech as he 
did in government expenditures. It 
is difficult to show the results of 
his efforts to get rid of these bil­ 
lions. 


In fact, I have been trying to 
And out what happened to the 
$5R090,OOO,OOO 
(pardon me, I 
mean the $50 thousand million) 
which we have in more recent 
years spent on the national de­ 
fense and for which there is no­ 
thing to show so far as any of 
us, dead or alive, can discover. 


We shall soon enough be in the 
trillion and zillion dollar class and 
that will be too difficult to discuss 
or write about. 
Why not be realistic? Why not 
devalue our currency to what it 
really is? That would abolish the 
dollar and make our standard of 
currency about 42 cents. We might 
call the new money a Hopkins In 
honor of that notable spendtrift. 
Instead of the $ sign, we could us 
an H. The British might do the 
same with the pound, naming it 
after John Maynard Keynes.

because 
Stalin is supposed to be realistic. 


IHE United States Treasury lf 
preparing another drive to sell 
savings bonds to the people, 
meaning ask the people to loan 
more money to the government. The 
Treasury needs to. It is now gen­ 
erally recognized that the cost of 
the present war and preparedness 
for more cannot be paid wholly out 
of taxes. While “pay as we fight” is 
a worthy aspiration and is likely 
to be fulfilled In considerable part, 
it will not be possible to pay the 
whole cost out of the taxes raised ay 
any practicable rate, however high. 
The Treasury will need to borrow 
large amounts. 
In preparing a drive to ask the 
people to buy more savings bonds, 
the Treasury encounters a difficulty. 
The people are showing less dispo­ 
sition to buy these bonds. Month 
after month last year the people 
bought 
fewer 
bonds 
than 
they 
cashed in. To put it another way, 
the Treasury was obliged, month 
by month, to pay out more money 
to redeem old bonds than it took in 
by selling new ones. This went on 
even during the months when the 
Treasury was conducting its espe­ 
cially vigorous and highly organized 
bond-selling drive last summer. In 
July the Treasury was obliged to 
pay out some $50,000,000 more to 
redeem old bonds than It took in by 
selling new ones. Going into the 
red to pay off old bonds while mak­ 
ing a drive to sell new ones is. as a 
fiscal operation of the government, 
worse than merely futile. 


Dollar Value Down 


Conceivably the reason some peo­ 
ple have been buying fewer savings 
bonds might be lack of money to 
pay for them. 
A more probable 
and generally accepted reason is 
that the people have been disap­ 
pointed In their experience with the 
bonds. True, a person who in 1940 
bought a ten-year bond got back 
from the government in 1950 the 
exact number of dollars promised on 
the date promised at the rate of 
interest promised. But in terms 
of goods, the bond buyer’s experi­ 
ence was not so satisfactory. 
When a bond buyer in 1940 put 
a dollar into a bond, he in terms 
of goods put in, for example, five 


Anything Stalin does is supposed 
to be perfect, including the general 
use of the lie.

which included, in the case of pota 
toes, purchase of great quantities a 
artificial prices fixed by the govern 
ment followed in 1947 by destructs 
of them, and in other years by sal* 
at normal prices for uses other thai 
food.

ket. He saw the government, by ora 
device or another, cause the price 
of nearly all foods to be higher thai 
they would normally have been.

In the bond buying drive expected 
to be launched by the Treasury, 
It will of course make the usual 
promises it makes and keeps about 
the amount to be paid back, the 
date of payment, rate of interest 
and the like. It could check the 
present falling off in purchases of 
savings bonds by an additional pro­ 
mise—to the effect that the govern­ 
ment will follow no policy or prac­ 
tice likely to cause the purchasing 
power of the dollar to go lower. 
The purchase of savings bonds by 
Hie people is a valuable contribu­ 
tion to the operation of government, 
the savings bond buyer is a buttress 
of government finance Of all the

Pakistan says ifs all in favor of a 
conference. So does Afghanistan.

Afghanistan

that’s just what it wants to discuss. 
•Hie border in question is the 
Durand Line, drawn by the British 
in 1893. 
Afghanistan claims as its 
northern border and points out it 


has been recognized by Afghanis. 
“With this history, Pakistan can 
never agree to discuss any claim of 
Afghanistan on our territory,” said 
Ismail Chundrigar, governor of the 
northwest frontier province, in Ka­ 
rachi recently. 
“The Durand Line,” Najib-UUah 
Khan, Afghan ambassador to India, 
told a press conference here, “was 
based on a treaty signed with Great 
Britain. With the withdrawal of 
British power from the Indian sub­ 
continent, the Durand Line no long­ 
er has any legal existence.” 
Pro-Pakhtoonistan 
forces 
have 
other arguments. They say the area 
was practically independent when 
the British ruled India and that 
Modammed Ali Jinnah, founder of 
Pakistan, promised Pakistan would 
not interfere with the freedom of 
the 
northwest frontier province. 
They claim Pakistoonistan has the 
factors essential for an independent 
state: Common race, language, and 
culture. 
The' Pakistanis reply that the 
tribesmen were quite willing to be­ 
come part of Pakistan, which, like 
Afghanistan, is a Moslem state. 
They point to the hospitals, schools 
and roads that are being built in 
the tribal areas and to irrigation 
projects getting underway. 
The 
Pakistanis consider the Pakhtoonis­ 
tan movement the work of a few 
troublemakers with no real backing 
from the tribesmen. Many of these 
“troublemakers” are in Pakistani 
jails.

NEW YORK, Jan. 9 (INS)—Ar­ 
gentina recalled two ambassadors 
from the United States today in 
obvious displeasure over the way its Kentucky 
boxers have been losing American 
bouts. The whole thing made sense, 
in a nutty sort of way, inasmuch as 
the ambassadors were the boxers. 
A flat order from the Juan Peron 
government in Buenos Aires decreed 
that heavyweight Cesar Brion and 
lightweight Jose Gatica be dismiss­ 
ed from the foreign service. 
This was the first public inkling 
that Brion and Gatica were in the 
foreign service to begin with, but a 
check of the Argentine consulate 
in New York disclosed that this 
indeed was the case. 
Brion, Gatica and Gatica’s man­ 
ager, Nicholas Preziosa, who also 
was unfrocked by the Peron order, 
all were in the U. S. as “administ­ 
rative employes” of .the Argentine 
embassy. 
The whole trouble was that the 
puglistic emissaries from the Pam­ 
pas did not enjoy diplomatic im­ 
munity. Not enough, at any rate, to 
keep ambassador Brion from losing 
a decision to an embarrassingly- 
awful Joe Louis in Chicago a little 
over a month ago. Nor enough to 
keep the lithe Gatica from getting 
knocked colder than a smelt by Ike 
Williams in precisely one and a 
half minutes’ time last Friday night 
in New York.

This calls for a careful exam ina­ 
tion of all facte reported by the 
applicants and a comparison w ith 
the eligibility requirem ents in th« 
case of each family. 
“Because of changes in income, 
as well as changes in the size of 
families, such exam inations m ust 
be 
m ade 
at 
frequent 
intervals. 
“It is 
realized th a t with the 
growth or shrinkage of a family, 
income 
will most likely change 
The Public Housing Adm inistration 
has 
no 
intention 
of 
providing 
standard h o u s i n g facilities for 
those who can afford to occupy 
com m ercially-rented homes. 
So if 
a family’s income increases beyond 
the standards of low -rent tenants, 
th a t family is ineligible to rem ain 
in a project. 
“It is felt by the authority, in 
light of the wage structures in 
principal m anufacturing firm s and 
establishm ents in C u m b e r l a n d , 
th a t a top admission ren t of $38 
will accommodate families of low­ 
est paid regularly employed male 
workers, who earn in the neighbor­ 
hood of $1.15 per hour. 
“Inasm uch as an average gross 
ren t of $27.91 will be required to 
njeet standards of feasible opera­ 
tion, it is apparent th a t the au­ 
thority will be able to serve a 
substantial num ber of families who 
will pay rente less th an $27.91 as 
well as those who can pay more 
th an this am ount.

The report reviews the work of 
the past year and notes there are 
u p w a r d s of 2,751 
substandard 
homes in Cumberland. It is pro­ 
posed to provide 300 new unite. 
Prelim inary plans for 125 units in 
South Cum berland 
are 
aw aiting 
federal approval. Plans for an ad­ 
ditional 25 unite have been held up 
pending a selection of a site. These 
unite are for colored families. 
“Unforeseen 
obstacles” 
in 
ob­ 
taining 
a 
site 
for 
the 
colored 
project are mentioned. 
“The difficulty in selecting a 
site for the colored project has 
been due in large p art to the 
restrictions imposed by the Public 
Housing Adm inistration w ith re­ 
gard to suitable access streets and 
utilities, relative c l o s e n e s s to 
schools, shopping centers and pub­ 
lic 
transportation,” 
the 
report 
states. 
“In addition to that, unfortun­ 
ately, vigorous protests have been 
lodged by residents in the immedi­ 
ate vicinity of various sites being 
tentatively considered for the loca­ 
tion of the colored project.

ANY m en and women who 
commit suicide do so be­ 
cause they are abnormally 
depressed. It is obvious that. 
the seventy ol the condition 
was not recognized because after 
the news of the tragedy reaches the 
family its members frequently ad­ 
mit that Ube deceased had been 
moody and 
blue for some time 
prior to taking his life. Had the 
signficance of the depression been 
recognized the catastrophe might 
have been averted. 
It is natural to become blue from 
time to time thru the usual vicissi­ 
tudes that bring on unhappiness. 
These include broken love affairs, 
sickness 
in 
the 
family, 
politics, 
world affairs, and tile loss of a 
cherished one 
But the period of 
discouragement is shortlived and in 
time the majority become more op- 
tlmi'tic. True melancholy presents 
a more difficult problem. The de­ 
pression 
becomes 
so deeply 
en­ 
trenched that it has a profound in­ 
fluence on every aspect of exist­ 
ence The victim worries about con­ 
ditions that should not be given a 
second thought. This ••’much ado 
about nothing" offers one of the 
first clews that the emotional state 
is far I rom normal.

The 
individual 
Is gloomy and 
downhearted most of the time, cries 
easily, and feels inferior and un­ 
worthy to be alive. It is this feeling 
of inadequacy and hopelessness that 
leads to attempted suicide. Insom­ 
nia and lack of appetite make mat­ 
ters worse Weight loss follows and 
the mind is so cloudy from lack of 
sleep that rational thinking is im­ 
possible. As a result, the feeling of 
inadequacy increases. 
These persons need expert care 
because the majority are not in a 
condition to overcome the depres­ 
sion by themselves. One of the 
worst bit* of advice is to recom­ 
mend a trip or a vacation, which 
usually adds to the confusion and 
makes 
them 
more 
apprehensive. 
Furthermore the melancholic can­ 
not be ctieered 
up or reasoned 
with; it Is useless to tell him to 
forget his troubles. 


Home care also is inadvisable 
even tho spontanous cure occurs 
occasionally. It is up to the re­ 
sponsible member* of the family to 
take the bull by the horns and 
come to the rescue of the helpless 
victim. After all, with proper care, 
the outlook is excellent. Tile suf­ 
ferer needs to be placed where he 
can be protected against visitors 
and ob tain rest, good food, and 
careful nursing. Shock 
treatment 
and other forms of psychotherapy 
are useful. A* soon as the change in 
mood comes on, improvement be­ 
gins but one of the most common 
mistakes Is to take the patient home 
too soon. Unless he la completely 
well, symptoms are likely to return 
and the months of treatment are 
wasted, 
We do not know why some are 
subject to depressions. The condi­ 
tion is prone to occur among the 
most intelligent and the list of vic­ 
tims includes many of our most 
talented men arid women. Some are 
perfectionists 
and 
become 
upset 
when little things* go wrong. There 
is a belief among physicians that 
a metabolic disturbance lies behind 
these mood chances. At any rate, 
early recognition and treatment are 
important in saving some of our 
best and most productive workers.

WASHINGTON—Only a handful 
know it, but the raging arguments 
between President Truman and Sen. 
Robert A. T aft could have been 
avoided. 
A few weeks after hi* big elec­ 
tion victory in Ohio in November, 
T aft sent word to the W hite House 
he would be glad to .sit down with 
Mr Truman and talk over the prob­ 
lems of defense with the view to 
reaching a closer cooperation be­ 
tween the A dm inistration and th* 
G O F leadership. 
Senator T aft’* position, a* ex­ 
pressed by such nonpolitical mem­ 
bers of the Administration team a* 
U ndersecretary of Defense Robert 
Lovett, was th a t he had not m ade 
up his mind on foreign policy and 
wanted to hear all side*. In fact, 
friends of Taft said that he was no 
anxious to attain the stature of in­ 
valid Sen. Arthur Vandenberg, th a t 
he was willing to drop isolationism 
lf he could be shown it was against 
our best interests. 
This was reported to President 
Truman by Secretary of .State Dean 
Acheson, also by Secretary of De­ 
fense George M arshall. They urgent­ 
ly felt, the Senator should be invited 
to the W hite House. 
The W hite House staff, however,! 
argued against It Sensing some poli­ 
tical trick, most of the Presidential 
advisers felt that Truman should 
not open his doors to T aft unless 
the Senator agreed, in advance, to 
support a bipartisan foreign policy. 
President Trum an, who ha* al­ 
ways had a sneaking adm iration for 
T aft, listened to the argumenta. At 
one moment he was Inclined tx) 
throw protocol to the wind. call T aft 
to his office, take down his hair and 
say, "Bob. we’re In a jam in the 
world. We need your help!" But he 
wa* talked out of it. 
Finally, after some three weeks of 
bickering within the White Houve 
circle, a compromise was reached. 
Taft would be invited in. but only 
as one of a group of Congressional 
leaders summoned 
to the W hite 
House for h formal conference. 
Net result was th a t the rebuffed 
Taft angrily told the Republican 
conference he was opposed even to 
"consulting’ with the A dm inistra­ 
tion. And. In

Deep Depression 


ANY MEN and women who 
commit suicide do so be­ 
cause they are abnormally 
depressed. It is obvious th a t 
the severity of the condition 
not recognized because after 
the news of the tragedy reaches the 
family its members frequently ad­ 
mit 
th a t the deceased had been 
moody 
and 
blue 
for some 
time 
prior to taking his life. Had the 
signficance of the depression been 
recognized 
the catastrophe m ight 
have been averted. 
It is natural to become blue from 
time to time thru the usual vicissi­ 
tudes th at bring on unhappiness. 
These include broken love affairs, 
sickness 
in 
the 
family, 
politics. 
world affairs, and the loss of a 
cherished one. But the period of 
discouragem ent is shortlived and in 
time the m ajority become more op­ 
timistic. True melancholy presents 
a more difficult problem. The de­ 
pression 
becomes 
so 
deeply 
en­ 
trenched th a t it has a profound in ­ 
fluence on every aspect of exist­ 
ence. The victim worries about con­ 
ditions th a t should not be given a 
second 
thought. This “much ado 
about nothing” offers one of the 
first clews that the emotional state 
is far from normal.

The 
individual 
is 
gloomy 
and 
downhearted most of the time, cries 
easily, and feels inferior and u n ­ 
worthy to be alive. It is this feeling 
of inadequacy and hopelessness th at 
leads to attem pted suicide. Insom ­ 
nia and lack of appetite make m at­ 
ters worse. W eight loss follows and 
the mind is so cloudy from lack of 
sleep that rational thinking is im ­ 
possible. As a result, the feeling of 
inadequacy increases. 
These persons need expert care 
because the m ajority are not in a 
condition to overcome the depres­ 
sion 
by themselves 
One of the 
worst bits of advice is to recom­ 
mend a trip or a vacation, w’hich 
usually adds to the confusion and 
makes 
them 
more 
apprehensive. 
Furtherm ore the melancholic can­ 
not be 
cheered 
up or 
reasoned 
with; it is useless to tell him to 
forget his troubles. 


Home 
care 
also 
is 
inadvisable 
even tho spontanous cure occurs 
occasionally. It is up to the re­ 
sponsible members of the family to 
take the bull by the horns and 
come to the rescue o f the helpless 
victim. After all. with proper care, 
the outlook is excellent. The suf­ 
ferer needs to be placed where he 
can be protected against visitors 
and obtain rest, good food, and 
careful nursing. Shock 
treatm ent 
and other forms of psychotherapy 
are useful. As soon as the change in 
mood comes on, improvement be­ 
gins but one of the most common 
m istakes is to take the patient home 
too soon. Unless he is completely 
well, symptoms are likely to return 
and the m onths of treatm ent are 
wasted. 
We do not know why some are 
subject to • depressions. The condi­ 
tion is prone to occur among the 
m ost intelligent and the list of vic­ 
tims includes m any of our most 
talented men and women. Some are 
perfectionists 
and 
become 
upset 
when little things go wrong. There 
is a belief among physicians th a t 
a metabolic disturbance lies behind 
these mood changes. At any rate, 
early recognition and treatm ent are 
im portant in saving some of our 
best and most productive workers.

WASHINGTON 
Only a handful 
know it, but the raging argum ents 
between President T rum an and Sen. 
Robert A. T aft could have been 
avoided. 
A few weeks after his big elec­ 
tion victory in Ohio in November. 
Taft sent word to the W hite House 
he would be glad to sit down with 
Mr. Trum an and talk over the prob­ 
lems of defense with the view to 
reaching a closer cooperation be­ 
tween the Administrarion and the 
GOP leadership. 
Senator T aft's position, as ex­ 
pressed by such nonpolitical m em ­ 
bers of the Adm inistration team as 
U ndersecretary of Defense Robert 
Lovett, was th a t he had not m ade 
up his mind on foreign policy and 
wanted to hear all sides. In fact, 
friends of T aft said th at he was so 
anxious to attain the stature of in­ 
valid Sen. A rthur Vandenberg, that 
he was willing to drop isolationism 
if he could be shown it was against 
our best interests. 
This was reported to President 
T rum an by Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson. also by Secretary of De­ 
fense George M arshall. They urgent - 
Iv felt, the Senator should be invited 
to the W hite House. 
The W hite Hou>e staff, however, 
argued against it. Sensing some poli­ 
tical trick, most of the Presidential 
advisers felt th a t Trum an should 
not open his doors to T aft unless 
the Senator agreed, in advance, to 
support, a bipartisan foreign policy. 
President Tillm an, who has al­ 
ways had a sneaking adm iration for 
Taft? listened to the arguments. At 
one moment he was inclined to 
throw protocol to the wind, call T aft 
to his office, take down his hair and 
say, “Bob. we’re in a jam in the 
world. We need your help!” B ut he 
was talked out of It. 
Finally, after some three weeks of 
bickering within the W hite House 
circle, a compromise was reached. 
T aft would be invited in, but only 
as one of a group of Congressional 
leaders summoned 
t-o the 
White 
House for a formal conference. 
Net result was that the rebuffed 
Taft 
angrily told the Republican 
conference he was opposed even to 
“consulting” with the A dm inistra­ 
tion. And. in his foreign 
policy 
speech last week, he accused the 
President of violating the C onstitu­ 
tion by sending troops to Korea. 
King of T he Justice D epartm ent 
Nevada's 
barrel-chested, 
silver­ 
m aned Sen. Pat M cCarran is the 
worst ty ran t in the Senate, and he 
doesn’t care who knows it. 
Even in the presence of a dum b­ 
founded visitor. M cCarran telephon­ 
ed Deputy Attorney General Peyton 
Ford and gave him a hum ilating 
tongue-lashing. 
“Hello. Ford. W hat about th a t 
young fellow I referred to you for a 
job?” demanded the Nevadan. 
Ford 
mumbled 
an 
explanation 
about the tight Justice D epartm ent 
budget. 
“T h at’s no excuse.” snorted Mc­ 
C arran who. as chairm an of the 
Judiciary Committee, has 
almost 
life-and-deatn power over the Ju s­ 
tice Departm ent. “If you haven’t 
go? any money left to put him on. 
you certainly know where to come 
for a deficiency appropriation. Who 
controls your budget?” 
Borh M cCarran and Ford knew 
the answer to th at question. For 
M cCarran is also chalramn of the 
Apnropriations Subcommittee th at 
holds the Justice D epartm ent’s purse 
strings. 
Meekly. Ford promised an open­ 
ing for M cCarran’s friend in a n ­ 
other tw’o m onths 
“Two month* from now 
too 
late ” snapped M cCarran his silver 
hair bristling. Then he bluntly or­ 


dered: ‘ Ford, put him on the h ist 
of the m onth.” 
Timidly, Ford agreed. 
“T hat's better, Peyton,” chortled 
M cCarran. “Now' let’s make th at a 
deal, say, ‘cross my heart.’ ” 
‘‘All right . . . cross my heart,” 
obediently recited the No. 2 man 
in the Justice D epartm ent. 
Ike’s Advice 
Just before he left for Europe last 
week. General Eisenhower vigorous­ 
ly rebuked th e pessimistic forecasts 
th a t the W estern world would fall 
to communism. 
Sitting in the W ashington ap art­ 
m ent of his good friend, hum orist 
George E. Allen, Ike listened to pre­ 
dictions th at the British Empire 
was falling apart, th at the French 
would not fight, th a t the U. S. A.

This caused George Allen to re­ 
minisce: “Do you remember how’ 
pessimistic I was when you first 
went to England to .start a second 
front? I told you Hitler was going 
to 
bottle 
up the 
M editerranean, 
knock Russia out of the war and in­ 
vade Ireland. 


“Well, you gave us this same ad­ 
vice then,” concluded Allen, “and 
you were absolutely right. I ’ll string 
along with you now, too.” 


“ W here Do We Get the Money?” 
Tall, 
whip-tongued 
GOP Con­ 
gressman Bob (“W here are you go­ 
ing to get the m oney?”) Rich retired 
from Congress the other day after 
20 years of almost uninterrupted

His 
phases may have been heard before 
but they have not been assembled 
in quite the same positive way. The 
Trum an speech is a distinct contri­ 
bution to the debate on world pol­ 
icy. 
The restraint which the Presi­ 
dent used with reference to tn t 
domestic political situation will he p 
the cause of unity. 
For he puts on 
the spot those who would yield to 
partisan spirit. 
W hat is im portant 
in this regard, however, is th ai the 
Democrats in Congress who are at- 
tacking individual Republicans as 
partisans should not be misled into

f r i e n d writes: 
“The

W ebster defines ‘a billion’ thus: a 
thousand million. In short, instead 
of saying Congress wants 70 bil­ 
lions In 1951, we would say, Con­ 
gress wants 70 thousands millions 
of dollars. W hat would you think 
of this?” 


The idea is a good one. but edi­ 
tors and others will complain th a t 
it uses up too much room. Ttiat is 
a m atter of perspective. It used to 
be th at if a m an had $1,000,000. he 
figured he had about $60,000 a year 
and was a very rich m an. I receive 
from my various labors more th a n 
th at each year, but I am n o t a rich 
man. 
In fact. when it comes to savings, 
I am a poor m an because I can 
save 
practically 
nothing 
after 
I 
have paid federal and state taxes 
and the high cost of living. 


receive 
m- 
pay inflated 
Furtherm ore, 
I 
Hated dollars and 
dollars and therefore those who 
pay me and those whom I pay 
are kidding each other because 
we are using dollars when a c tu ­ 
ally we are using half-dollars 
or less, although the Treasury 
still calls them dollars. Labor 
kids itself by asking for more 
of the same, but always actu­ 
ally getting more tokens of less 
money. 


H arry Trum an talks about bil­ 
lions as though they were nickles 
and grew on trees. This rom antic 


attitude would make no difference 
were it not th a t his policies are 
stripping this country of its natural 
resources and killing the initiative 
of. our most, able men, who measure 
the value of their earnings not by 
what they can spend but by w hat 
they can save. 


His 
predecessor, 
Franklin 
D. 
Roosevelt, knew what a million dol­ 
lars m eant, by birth, inheritance, 
environm ent and habit of mind. It 
seemed a paltry sum to him. True, 
W’e have become glib about it and 
scatter billions in our speech as he 
did in government expenditures. It 
is difficult to show the results of 
his efforts to get rid of these bil­ 
lions. 


In fact, I have been trying to 


find out w hat happened to the 
$5#. OOO,000.000 
(pardon 
me, 
I 
m ean the $50 thousand million) 
which we have in more recent 
years spent on the national de­ 
fense and for which there is no­ 
thing to show so far as any of 
us. dead or alive, can discover. 


We shall soon enough be in the 
trillion and zillion dollar class and 
th at will be too difficult to discuss 
or write about. 


Why not be realistic? Why not 
devalue our currency to what it 
really is? T hat would abolish the 
dollar and make our standard of 
currency about 42 cents. We m ight 
call the new money a Hopkins in 
honor of th at notable spendtrift. 
Instead of the $ sign, we could us 
an H. The British m ight do the 
same with the pound, naming it 
after John M aynard Keynes. 
It would be realistic, which

is

virtue 
because 
Stalin is supposed to be realistic.

This went on 
even during tile months when the 
Treasury was conducting ins espe­ 
cially vigorous and highly organized 
bond-selling drive last summer. In 
July the Treasury was obliged to 
pay out some $50,000,000 more to 
redeem old bonds than it took in bv 
selling new ones. 
Going into the 
red to pay off old bonds while mak­ 
ing a drive to sell new ones is. as a 
fiscal operation of the government, 
worse than merely futile. 


Dollar Value Down 


Conceivably the reason some peo­ 
ple have been buying fewer savings 
bonds m ight be lack of money to 
pay for them . 
A more probable 
and generally 
accepted reason is 
that the people have been disap­ 
pointed In their experience with the 
bonds. True, a person who in 1940 
bought a ten-year bond got back 
from the government in 1950 the 
exact num ber of dollars promised on 
the date promised at the rate of 
interest 
promised. 
But 
in 
term s 
of goods, the bond buyer’s experi­ 
ence was not so satisfactory. 
W hen a bond buyer in 1940 put 
a dollar into a bond, he in term s 
of goods put in, for example, five

Of 
bacon the fall of the dollar in pur­ 
chasing power was from four pound* 
to less than two. And so on as to 
many items of food, clothing, build­ 
ing m aterial, most of the things 
consumers buy. 
It is little wonder if bond buyers 
felt disappointment. And it would 
be understandable if the disappoint­ 
m ent took on some resentm ent when 
the bond buyer came to realize th at 
the fall in the purchasing power of 
his saved dollars had been caused 
in large part by policies and prac­ 
tices of the same government th a t 
had sold him tile bonds. He saw the 
prices of food m ade higher than 
they would otherwise be by govern­ 
m ent price support of farm crops, 
which included, in the case of pota­ 
toes. purchase of great quantities at 
artificial prices fixed by the govern­ 
m ent followed in 1947 by destruction 
of them, and in other years by sale 
at norm al prices for uses other ih«n 
food. He saw the government buy 
up great quantities of butter and 
of eggs and hold them off the m ar­ 
ket. He saw the government, by one 
device or another, cause the pr. es 
of nearly all foods to be higher than 
they w’ould normally have been.
